GC Commissioners Seek To Clarify 
Concerns About Taxes, New Budget 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners announced yes- 
terday that they wanted to 
clarify some misunderstand- 
ings about the constant yield 
rate, property taxes, and the 
budget process. The officials 
noted the following points: 

1. There has been puzzle- 
ment, confusion, and:mis- 
statements over the con- 
stant yield. The commission 
board, county administra- 
tor, and the Department of 
Financial Services have at- 
tempted to clarify the legal 
requirement to conduct a 
public hearing if the board 
is not gOing to set a tax rate 
for the next tax/fiscal year 
that will be equal to a rate 
that generates the same real 
property tax revenue as the 
current year. 

A hearing is required if 
there 18. a possibility that the 
proposed rate could poten- 
tially increase any amount 
greater than that of the con- 
stant yield rate. 

Local governments have 
oftentimes funded increased 
expenses with the actual 
increase in assessments and 
not adjusting the tax rate. 

The Board of Garrett 
County Commissioners be- 
lieves that wording, sizé, 
and actual placement of the 
legal constant yield adver- 
tisement is what has proven 
to be a successful move by 
thé state to redirect public 


opinion related to the in- 
crease in assessments to the 
local jurisdiction that must 
establish a tax rate. 

2. The fiscal year 2010 
budget at this time is $71 
million. For comparison, 
the fiscal year 2009 budget 
was amended to $99 mil- 
lion, based primarily on 
adjustments to the capital 
projects fund. 

A major component of 
the difference in the amend- 
ed FY 2009 and the ap- 
proved FY 2009 budgets is 
represented in the transfer 
from the county’s designat- 
ed fund balance. This line 
item represents unexpended 
capital costs from FY 2008 
that were designated, car- 
ried over, and amended in 
Fiscal Year 2009. 

In addition, the commis- 
sioners approved paying off 
the Garrett County Health 
Center and decided to fund 
another group of hangars 
at the Garrett County Air- 
port, versus entering into 
additional debt service ob- 
ligations. 

3. The budget includes 
a 1 cent reduction on the 
real property tax rate and .5 
cent increase in the fire tax.

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A Real Pandemic... 


Pandemic 1s a word that has been used a lot in the 
news lately in reference to the HINI virus that is 
popping up in many countnes and dominating the 
news media, as noted in this column a few weeks 
igo. That editorial suggested that the media was go- 
ing way overboard in its reporting of the virus, 
which in the great majonty of cases has been mild 
and easily treated. To date there have been only two 
deaths from the virus in the United States, one being 
a small child and the other a young adult who had a 
number of other complicating health issues. 

In the approximately 50 days since the virus was 
first reported in Mexico, there was a pandemic of 
another sort in the United States that claymed not 
two, but 68 American lives. This pandemic had 
nothing to do with any virus, as these people were 
the victims of a dozen mass killings, all by men and 
all but a couple of them having been gunned down. 
Nine of the fatalities were in Maryland. In all, seven 
of the dead were police officers and 20 of them were 
children. 

Now that, major media, is a pandemic; a scourge 
that 1s permeating the entire country resulting in 
massive loss of life. While we get repeated warnings 
about how to protect ourselves from the "dreaded" 
tlu, and receive news of health departments and hos- 
pitals all over the country conducting drills to pre- 
pare for the worst, what really is being done to ad- 
dress the rampant domestic violence that is taking so 
many lives of our citizens? Sixty-eight deaths in just 
50 days, and those were just from cases of multiple 
killings. There were probably scores, perhaps hun- 
dreds, of other fatal shootings in that same time 
frame involving just one or two people. 

More must be done to get guns out of the hands of 
irresponsible persons. Now, before all of our gun- 
toting readers get their shorts in a knot. this column 
today is not intended to be a blanket promotion for 
gun control. Guns in the hands of law-abiding, re- 
sponsible citizens are generally not the pret"... "*'s 
when unstable, irresponsible people, often with 
criminal records, so easily get their hands on guns 
that the danger to innocent would-be victims spikes. 
There has to be more that can be done legislatively 
to require stricter background checks of those who 
purchase guns and much stiffer penalties for gun vio- 
lations. 

Something else that is crucial in the battle against 
this particular pandemic is that funding for programs 
designed to prevent domestic violence, as well as for 
the continued maintenance of shelters for the victims 
of violence, must be at least maintained, and prefera- 
bly increased. Prevention is indeed always the best 
medicine, and victims of abuse must always have a 
safe haven available to them. 

So with that said, it is sincerely hoped that, de- 
spite the current economic situation, the Garrett 
County commissioners will include adequate fund- 
ing in their FY '10 budget for the operation of our 
own domestic abuse shelter, the DoV€ Center.” One 
of their primary duties as commissioners is to main- 
tain the health and safety of Garrett County resi- 
dents, and there is no doubt whatsoever that the 
Dove Center is an essential link in that effort.

A self-insured platform 
removes the entire employ- 


ee base from the protection 
of the Maryland Insurance 
Commission and in their 
entirety, each of the hard- 
won safeguards (some 40 or 
$0) established by consumer 
rights advocates in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Employees may not be 
covered by the health care 
rescissions bill limiting 
health insurance companies’ 
ability to cancel policies 
retroactively that Governor 
O'Malley is expected to sign 
later this month. 

The employees in this 
plan will no longer have a 
direct relationship with the 
insurance company. To 
keep claims flowing through 
the pipeline and‘ to settle 
disputes, employees will 
now rely on:

Local Officials Make Cammonts. « 
On County State Of The Economy 


Editor's note: Local officials representing both government 
and private enterprise were asked to give their opinions about 
the current state of the economy in Garrett County. Three 
responses appeared in last week's issue, and three more are as 
follows. Contacts and compilation of the material were by 
Glenn Tolben. 

Wendell Teets 
Superintendent 
Garrett County Public Schools 

A major goal of Garrett County public schools is "to 
provide learning experiences which promote the acquisi- 
tion of knowledge, thinking, and problem-solving abilities 
of students, and to prepare them to continue their educa- 
tion and to pursue a career." This goal is always applica- 
ble, regardless of current economic conditions. 

With our two comprehensive high schools, students 
may elect a career pathway to prepare them to enter col- 
lege, graduate with a technical program and enter the 
work force, or graduate with a dual college entry program 
with career technical training. Additional training will be 
available in the future through Garrett College with the 
County Career Technical Center for postsecondary and 
adult training. Students may also enroll in college classes 
during their senior year through various dual enrollment 
programs. 

Garrett County schools and Garrett College work 
closely with the Garrett County Economic Development 
office, the Chamber of Commerce, the Economic Devel- 
opment Corporation, and the business community to pro- 
vide training and support for the current and future work- 
force needs of the area. As the economy slows down, the 
need for workforce training and retraining becomes even 
more critical. However, it is vital that the type of training 
is correlated with current and future skill sets required 
from the business community. This is not an easy process 
to predict or determine. 

A high-quality public school education system is vital 
to the economic development of Garrett County. Prospec- 
tive employers and potential businesses look for a school 
system that demonstrates quality in instrucuion, facilities, 
and financial support as selection criteria for location. 
Our school system is one of a few in Maryland to annu- 
ally meet AYP (adequate yearly progress) and have no 
schools in improvement status Our high schools rank by 
U.S. News and World Report amoug the outstanding high 
schools in America. With the support of our county com- 
missioners, our schools are maintained very well, with 
numerous renovations and construction projects com- 
pleted over the past 12 years. 

The Garrett County school system, being most likely 
the largest county employer, is also a major contributor to 
the support of our local economy. As the economy slows 
down, it is critical for the school system to maintain pro- 
grams and support for instruction, students, and staff. If 
we are able to fund our current budget, we should con- 
tinue to provide a quality education to our students. The 
school system will receive some stimulus funds which will 
help in specific areas such as special education and Title I. 
The problem is that the money is very restrictive and will 
not provide flexibility for our general budget. We all hope 
next year will be better for the national, state, and local 
economy.

Can the recession lead to depression? 

This question is not economic, but sociologic. The 
question really becomes "Do these tough economic times 
have a significant effect on our mental well-being?” The 
data would suggest that there is a close correlation be- 
tween our current economic recession and the status of 
our mental well-being. Some mental health professionals 
call it "collateral damage stemming from the present eco- 
nomic situation.” Professionals are reporting that more 
than 75% of their patients want to discuss their dismal 
circumstances and bad feelings about the economy. 

About one in five people in this country live with men- 
tal illness. It is predicted that by 2010 we will see a stag- 
gering increase in mental-health issues. In talking with 
families and friends and in reading the newspapers, we 
become sadly aware of the full impact of lost jobs, loss of 
wages, loss of insurance, the inability to support basic 
necessities uf a household, divorce because of lack of fi- 
nances, food bank shortages, people living in tent cities, 
and overloads in medical, psychological, and social ser- 
vices 

The main culprit or driving force in this situation 
seems to be stress. The top stressors for Americans, ac- 
cording to the American Psychological Association, are: 
money (81%), the economy (80%), work (67%), and 
health problems affecting the family (67%). The stress of 
this economy is taking its toll on people's health. Cur- 
rently more people are reporting stress-related physical 
and emotional symptoms than in years past. Nearly half 
of those interviewed reported an increase in stress-related 
symptoms, including fatigue, irritability, angei, and in- 
ability to fall or stay asleep. 

Unfortunately, these stressors not only affect the 
adults, but the children in the home as well. Results from 
a study recently conducted have shown that a reduction in 
disposable family income constitutes a risk for child men- 
tal health through increased economic pressure and 
changes in parental mental health, marital interaction, 
and parenting quality. It appears that children internalize 
and externalize symptoms during a recession. Essentially

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value means. For example, very few property owners in 
the county were affected by the sub-prime mortgage deba- 
cle. Most homeowners and businesses here understand 
what they can afford, and did not take on a highly lever- 
aged and unmanageable debt load. 

When you look deeper at the real estate statistics, the 
trends become very clear. In 2004/2005, generally consid- 
ered to be the "peak" of the market, we saw more real es- 
tate transactions than we are seeing today. But unlike 
other areas where prices are dropping, properties in 
Garrett County have maintained and even increased in 
value. In 2004, there were 266 transactions in which 
homes were sold for under $250,000, and the average 
price in that category was $134,948. Last year, when so 
many markets were collapsing, we did see a 45% decline 
in transactions under $250,000 (to 146), but the average 
price was up by 11% to $148,898. 

The same pattern holds true for properties over 
$250,000. In 2004, there were 290 sales with an average 
price of $522,871. In 2008, sales were down 40% to 175, 
but the average price mcreased over $1U0,UUU to $645,257, 
up by 23%, Combining both categories, the average home 
price in Garrett County in 2004 was $337,282, while last 
year it was $419,954. So our real estate market fared well, 
even as other places were crying doom and gloom. 

We cannot deny, however, that many families in our 
county are struggling with lower incomes. These are 
tough times, and for those experiencing difficulty, the 
pain is very real. For the most part, however, Garrett 
County is positioned to do well as the economy recovers. 
We did not experience the dizzying drops in home prices, 
and most of our homeowners have maintained their value 
and their equity. For families who do not need to sell in a 
hurry, our real estate market is still a matter of timing. If 
you want to sell, bul can held on a little longer before put- 
ting your home on the market, you will be well-positioned 
when real estate is 17 "in a seller's market For the sake of 
our national economy, tet us hope that 1s soon. 

Other industries have their own unique patterns, but in 
most sectors, Garrett County is faring well. I note a recent 
report from the GC Chamber of Commerce that shows 
that the tourism industry continues to perform well. Dur- 
ing the winter season that just ended, hotel and vacation 
home occupancy was higher than it was in the previous 
year. At Wisp, we finished the winter with revenues 

slightly ahead of those of 2067/2008. Although we have 
tightened our belt on expenses as all prudent businesses 
have, we have also continued to make upgrades and im- 
provements to ensure that the resort is competitive. 

Many economists predicted that Americans would still 
pursue vacations, but limit their long-distance travel by 
choosing instead to vacation in regional resort areas 
within a few hours’ drive of their primary home. That pre- 
diction seems to have been exactly right for Wisp and 
Garrett County over the winter season, and I have every 
reason to believe that it will continue to hold true as 
Americans prepare for their summer vacations.

A total of 
66% of the students partici- 
pating voted in support of 
this legislation. 

Jordan’s legislation, 
H.R. MD00154 Adopt a 
Child Incentive, was ap- 
proved bv 66% of the stu- 
dents participating in the 
mock congress. Her bill was 
aimed at reducing abortions 
by providing plenty of well- 
qualified parents who 
would be willing to adopt 
unwanted children. The 
legislation included back- 
ground checks on potential 
parents and tax credits be- 
yond the typical dependent 
tax credits already offered 
by the federal government. 

This spring, 824 teachers 
from over 42 states partici- 
pated in the 2009 session of 
YLI's annual legislative 
simulation for middle and 
high school students. With 
over 15,800 student legisla- 
tors participating in the ac- 
tivity and voting on 27 con- 
currently running House 
Floors, YLI was able to 
ensure that a student com- 
mittee reviewed each of the 
9,308 bills submitted.

Floor for a full vote by 
members of their respective 
floors. Working within the 
$200 billion e-Congress 
budget, student legislators 
logged over 400,000 votes 
en route to passing 15% (or 
770) of the original bills 

The simulation involved 
the following five phases: 

*Students worked 
through 15 steps in the in- 
troductory phase learning 
about the structure and 
functions of the legislative 
branch as well as how a bill 
becomes a law. 

*Students selected a cur- 
rent problem they believed 
government might address. 
They completed extensive 
research that included writ- 
ing to a congressperson and 
working out a cost-benefit 
analysis of thew proposed 
legislation. Students were 
required to show where the 
money would come from 
that might be necessary to 
make their legislation hap- 
pen 

‘Students wrote their 
legislation. This process 
included explaining the pur- 
pose of the bill, eligibility, 
terms and benefits, and fis- 
cal impact. 

*Students formed com- 
mittees and subcommittees, 
where they studied and held 
simulated hearings on legis- 
lation that was assigned by 
YLI from students from 


other schools. The subcom- 
mittees reported on their 
legislation to the classroom 
committee of the whole 
who then voted on whether 
to kill the bill, pass the bill 
with amendments, table the 
bill for future consideration, 
or forward the bill on to the 
floor. 

*Students voted on legis- 
lation acting as the floor of 
the House of Representa- 
tives. 

The Youth Leadership 
Initiative is a national civic 
education program designed 
to involve students in the 
American electoral and 
policymaking process. To 
achieve this goal, YLI offers 
technology-based civic edu- 
cation resources that foster 
long-term civic engagement. 
The program is sponsored 
by the University of Vir- 
ginia Center for Politics, a 
nonprofit, nonpartisan or- 
ganization

Oakland Woman Handed 90 Days 


In GC District Court Proceedings 


In recent Garrett Coun- 
ty District Court hearings 
Barbara Ann Williams, 47, 
Oakland, was found guilty 
by Judge Leonard J. Eiswert 
for a charge of theft-scheme 
valued at $500-plus, and was 
sentenced to 90 days with 
all being suspended, one 
year of supervised proba- 
tion, and $307.50 in fines. 

Williams was charged in 
October 2008 after it was 
found that she had alleg- 
edly been stealing from a 
Crellin civic group account 
from July 2005 to October 
2008. She was the group’s 
treasurer. 

After an investigation 
of bank records by Garrett 
County sheriff's officers, 
it was found that Williams 
had been writing checks to 
cash and then using the cash 
for herself, with the amount 
totaling over $3,000. She 
was not prosecuted on a 


theft valued at $500-plus 
charge 

In an unrelated case, 
John Donner Owens, 20, 
Grantsville, was handed a 
guilty verdict for a charge 
of malicious destruction 
of property valued at $500- 
plus, and was sentenced 
to 45 days, with 45 days 
suspended, one year of 
supervised probation, and 
$257.50 in fines. 

Officers responded to a 
report of residential destruc- 
tion of property and found 
that the residence and a 
vehicle had been damaged 
by paintballs.

Public colleges in SREB 
states that elect to partici- 
pate in the ACM select the 
programs of study they will 
offer. Both bachelor and 
graduate-level programs are 
offered in the ACM. First 
Professional Degree pro- 
grams — such as pharmacy, 
law, dentistry, and medicine 
— are not included in the 
ACM. 

In Maryland, the ACM 
program is administered by 
the Maryland Higher Educa- 
tion Commission (MHEC). 
Dr. Genevieve Segura, 
ACM state coordinator, has 
worked with the program 
since 1998. 

“Eleven years later we 
have certified thousands 
of students at participat- 
ing colleges in the other 15 
ACM states,” Secretary of 
Higher Education James 
E. Lyons Sr. said. “I ap- 
plaud Gov. O’Malley and 
Lt. Gov. Brown for being 
so supportive of this worth- 
while program. It provides 
great savings to the citizens 
of Maryland.” 

ACM students from 
Maryland have enrolled in 
baccalaureate programs in 
acting, architectural engi- 
neering, aerospace, appar- 
el and textile engineering 
technology, broadcast me- 
teorology, equine science, 
filmmaking, fire and safety 
engineering technology, for- 
est resource management, 
hearing and speech sciences, 
naval architecture, radio- 
logical sciences, and other 
majors not offered in Mary- 
land. Students in masters’ 
programs in archeological 
preservation, art therapy, 
diplomacy and international 
commerce, environmental 
science and public policy, 
hearing and speech sciences, 
naval architecture, and his- 
toric preservation have also 
received ACM tuition sav- 
ings. At the doctoral level, 
students have been certi- 
fied for the ACM in optics, 
ocean engineering, meteo- 
rology, mining engineering, 
anthropology, audiology, 
applied anthropology, and 
technology education. 

According to an ACM 
spokesperson, the program 
provides savings that can 
help students attend higher- 
education institutions “to 
pursue their career dreams 
and allow them to attain 
education goals they might 
have not been able to af- 
ford.” 

In addition to the ACM 
campus-based programs, the 
ACM/Electronic Campus 
offers distance learning op- 
portunities. There are cur- 
rently several undergradu- 
ate and graduate-level de- 
gree programs available to 
Maryland residents. Work- 
ing adults who are pursu- 
ing degrees can complete 
their degrees and receive the 
ACM tuition savings while 
remaining employed in their 
current job. 

SREB is the nation’s first 
interstate compact for edu- 
cation. Founded in 1948 by 
southern leaders in business, 
education and government, 
SREB works to improve ev- 
ery aspect of education from 
early childhood to doctoral 
degrees and beyond. More 
than 2,000 students in the 16 
member states are certified 
each year for the ACM.

Licorice: Drug Interaction 


Licorice is a plant that is mainly grown in 
Asia, Greece, and Turkey. The root and dried 
rhizome of the plant is used medicinally. Traditional 
uses in these countries include the treatment of an 
inflamed stomach and respiratory tract infections. It 
has also been used to flavor foods, although most 
licorice candy is currently flavored with anise. The 
licorice plant contains a substance called 
glycyrrhiza, which is thought to be responsible for its 
side effects when licorice is consumed in high doses. 
Side effects such as high blood pressure, low 
potassium levels, and fluid retention have been 
reported at high doses. Licorice is often processed to 
remove the glycyrrhiza in an attempt to lower side 


effects. 


Recently scientists reported that study 
animals were given licorice and the medication 
cyclosponne. The animals were later evaluated. It 
was observed that the amount of cyclosponne 
present in the bloodstream was less than expected 
indicating some type of interaction. Cyclosporine is a 
prescription medication that is often used during or- 
gan transplant procedures to prevent rejection of the 


transplanted organ.

The Virtue of Chastity 


Chastity unfortunately doesn't get much respect these 
days. Rather it Is treated like a relic from a bygone era, a 
quaint but antiquated virtue, and one that is scarcely relevant 
in an era in which we have more modem attitudes about 
sexuality and our bodies. We may even hesitate to use the 


word “chastity,” fearing 
that we will be consid- 
ered prudish. But, have 
we not lost something 
important in these 
unchaste times? Have 
we not lost something 
Important in these 
unchaste times? Have 
we not lost the essential 
Spiritual lesson behind 
the virtue of chastity? 
Indeed, we seem to have 
forgotten that lust and al 
desire for the things of 
the flesh are really the 
root of much of our 
suffering, and the root of 
a grand illusion. The 
pleasures of the flesh are 
intense but momentary, 
and their fleeting nature 


should serve as a reminder that the physical itself is only a 
temporary state of existence. The pleasures of the body are 
actually a manifestation of an illusion, both in the importance 
we place on them, and also insofar as they tend to cause us to 
overly identify our bodies with our selves. In addition, we can 
learn something important by being chaste: That desire is 
the root of much of our suffering, and that if we can overcome 
our desires, we can thereby transcend our suffering. Finally, 
we should remember that the spirit of chastity extends to all of 
our body, including even our eyes and ultimately our mind. 
The eyes evoke desire, and In that, they are apt to be 


unchaste. 


So when the woman saw that the tree was good for 
food, and that It was a detight to the eyes, and that 
the tree was to be dssirsd to make one wise, she 
took of Its fruit and ate; and she also gave some to 
her husband, and he ate.

* On May 16, 1849, the New York 
Clty Board of Health is finally able to 
establish a hospital to deal with a 
cholera epidemic that, before it ends, 
kills more than 5,000 people. The epi- 
demic began in Dec. |, 1848, when a 
shipload of passengers arrived from 
France. On board were the bodies of 
seven passengers who had died from 
cholera on the journey.

Sound films had 
not yet debuted, and the broadcast 
marked the first time that most listen- 
ers had heard the voices of film stars 
like Lillian Gish and Marion Davies.

Previously, radio quiz 
shows generally posed difficult ques- 
tions to ordinary people. “Information 
Please” assembled a panel of experts 
and intellectuals and asked them tricky 
Questions. The show ran until 1948. 


*On May IS, 1941, the jet-propelled 
Gloster-Whittle E 28/39 aircraft flies 
successfully over Cranwell, England, 
in the first test of an Allied aircraft 
using jet propulsion. Its turbojet 
engine, which produced a powerful 
thrust of hot air, way devised by Frank 
Whittle, an English aviation engineer 
and pilot generally regarded as the 
father of the jet engine.

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: I read 
all the time about how the beat cat 
diets are fresh food this, raw food 
that. I’m all for a healthy pet, but I 
don't have time to cook “Jamie” a 
fresh dinner every night. Is there 
Just a good all-around pet food she 
can eat Instead? — Margie in 
Atlanta 


DEAR MARGIE. Don't feel guilty 
about time impacting what you can 
feed to your cat. The fact that you're 
thinking and reading about it means 
you do care, and you're trying to give 
her the best food you can. 

Kibble or canned food mixed with 
fresh on various days throughout the 
week will provide a varied and 
healthy diet. Choose the best 
dry/canned food possible, based on 
Jamie's age and health. Often your 
Cat's veterinarian will recommend a 
brand and type. Tell the vet about any 
fresh foods you plan to feed Jamie, in 
case there are any foods he or she does 
not want her to cat. 

Jamie's diet can be planned a week 
in advance, based around your sched- 
ule, and some fresh foods can be pre- 
pared and stored, covered in the 
refrigerator, for up to three days. For 
example, if you work later on one 
night than another, that is perhaps a 
good day to feed her dry kibble, which 
you ora friend can put in her bowl at 
feeding time (with a full bow! of water 
nearby, of course). 

Canned or fresh food should also be 
served at the regular feeding time. 
Once Jamie is finished, wash and dry 
her bowl thoroughly before going to 
bed for the night to prevent growth of 
bacteria.

SURE PROGRAM AUTHORIZED 

The Food, Conservation, and Energy Act of 2008 autho- 
rized Supplemental Revenue Assistance Payments (SURE) 
Program. The law was signed on October 13, 2008, and 
amended several provisions of the 2008 Act. 

Recent weather events have occurred that have adversely 
impacted 2009 fall-seeded small grain crops. As a result, 
some producers may decide to plant a subsequent crop on 
the failed acreage. One of the factors that may influence a 
producer’s decision to plant a subsequent crop is how the 
subsequent crop impacts eligibility for SURE. 

The definition for a subsequently planted crop is a crop 
planted during the same crop year on the same land for 
which the first crop is eligible for SURE. Note: If crop 
insurance or NAP is not available for the first crop planted 
or prevented from being planted, and a subsequent crop 
is planted for which crop insurance or NAP is available, 
then only the second crop is considered the initial crop for 
SURE purposes.

FSA ANNOUNCES CROP YEAR 
MAL AND LDP POLICY 

The Preston County Farm Service Agency reminadS~ 
producers that Loan Deficiency Payments (LDPs) are pay- 
ments made to producers who, although eligible to obtain a 
Marketing Assistance Loan (MAL), agree to forgo the loan 
in return for a payment of an eligible commodity. Each crop 
year, there are producers who fail to submit an LDP appli- 
cation before beneficial interest is lost in the commodity. 

To be eligible for MAL or LDP, eligible producers must 
have beneficial interest in the applicable commodity. A 
producer is considered to have beneficial interest in a com- 
modity if both the following remain with the producer: title 
of the commodity and control of the commodity. 

Producers must complete page 1 of the CCC-633 EZ 
form to indicate their intentions to receive an LDP before 
the loss of beneficial interest and to file an LDP request for 
payment at any time during the MAL/LDP availability pe- 
riod (before or after losing beneficial interest). By complet- 
ing and agreeing to the terms and conditions before produc- 
ers lose beneficial interest, they may be eligible to receive an 
LDP based on the earlier of (1) the date beneficial interest is 
lost in the commodity, according to acceptable production 
evidence, or (2) the date of request for payment. 

The CCC-633 EZ will allow producers to request an 
LDP for each eligible commodity produced on the farm 
for the applicable crop year. The CCC-633 EZ need only be 
filed in one county office for all counties in which producers 
have an interest in an eligible commodity. 

By submitting page 2 of the CCC-633 EZ to the FSA 
office on or before the final availability date for each com- 
modity, the producer 1s completing the request for an LDP 
on those commodities. Once page 2 of the CCC-633 EZ is 
submitted to FSA by the producer, those commodities are 
no longer eligible for a Marketing Assistance Loan. 

Since the arrival of the new 2008 Farm Bill, for 2009 
through 2012 crop years, to to be eligible to receive a mar- 
keting loan gain (MLG) or LDP, an entity or individual’s 
average adjusted gross nonfarm income cannot exceed 
$500,000. A person or legal entity with average adjusted 
gross nonfarm income that exceeds $500,000 is not eligible 
for MLGs and LDP payments. However, the person or 
entity 1s eligible for MAL, but MAL must be repaid at 
principal plus interest, or a commodity certificate may be 
exchanged for the loan collateral.

But she went free today after 
an appeal trial, with her sen- 
tence reduced to two years 
suspended. 

What changed between 
January and May? Well, they 
spent years of being labeled 
as a member of the “Axis of 
Evil,” and they lived up to 
the label when they arrested 
her. What changed was that 
President Obama reached 
out to Islam’s people and

She was lucky that she 
wasn't stripped naked and 
then water boarded.

ic in Iraq. This happened in 
spite of the fact that the mili- 
tary instructed all troops to 
watch out for a soldier who

In some 
parts of our country they 
are commonly used as hunt- 
ing rifles. And that does not 
count as a “a well-regulated 
militia.” That’s what the 
Second Amendment from 
the Bill of Rights says.

does not guarantee any in- 
dividual who is possibly 
deeply troubled and para- 
noid.

Scientist 


RESPONSE TO LETTER WRITER - PART II 
by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

This is a continuation from last week, responding to a 
letter (of April 30) from Barry Krewson that dealt with 
a previous column, Carbon Capture and Sequestration. 
Again, quotations from Krewson’s letter are shown in 
bold. 

Every source of energy we use comes from the en- 
ergy of the sun except for nuclear, and we have our own 
nuclear fusion reactor 91,000,000 miles away. 

Here, Krewson echoes what I’ve been preaching for 40+ 
years. Controlling fusion on Earth is incredibly difficult to 
do (see the April 17 issue of Science magazine, pp. 326-330, 
for a glimmer of optimism), but standing back and collect- 
ing what the Sun sends us for free makes sense. Research 
progress is substantial; solar photovoltaic cells used to have 
efficiencies of 6%, but are now over 12%, and in the R&D 
laboratory way up over 30%. But the costs (both initial and 
maintenance) are still very high. Again, if a scientific ad- 
vance is ever to become a practical reality, economics mat- 
ters. We all want the economics of solar power to improve. 
Same goes for wind. 

Picture ... renewable technologies ...[all powered by 
the free sun] producing hydrogen, which can be transported 
and will power everything we are currently powering 
with fossil fuel. And I encourage the doctor to really 
educate his readers. 

Having just retired three months ago from a position 
in scientific research management directly related to the 
development of hydrogen as a fuel, I’m in a position to 
speak with some accuracy about the prospects for hydro- 
gen. My 2006-2007 presentation for scientific audiences 
“Major Technical Challenges Confronting the Hydrogen 
Economy” explained the severe difficulties faced by hydro- 
gen researchers. There are technical issues, such as how to 
store H2in a vehicle; there are economic issues, such as the 
very high cost of platinum catalysts in fuel cells; and there 
are infrastructure issues, such as the lack of “gas stations” 
for dispensing H:. 

Hydrogen is still in the research stage, with affordable Hz 
cars probably 25 years away. Nevertheless, this is research 
that should continue to involve government labs, universi- 
ties, and industry in a cooperative way. If it were a “sure 
thing,” industry would boot the government out and do it 
alone. Smart people have good ideas, but bringing them 
all the way from the lab bench to commercial applications 
involves many successive steps and a lot of capital expen- 
ditures. 

The future of hydrogen is directly associated with the 
future of electricity, because the least expensive way to 
produce H: is by electrolyzing HzO. That takes electricity 
— over half of which is presently generatéd by burning coal, 
hence producing CO2. Getting coal out of the loop for pro- 
ducing electricity is easy to wish for, but to achieve that, the 
national mindset regarding nuclear power has to change. 

Think of how many tankers are crossing the Atlantic 
Ocean every day headed for American ports — We import 
over 10 million barrels per day of crude oil. Add to that all 
the unit trains of coal (100 hopper cars) leaving the mines ev- 
ery day. To replace all that requires a big source of alternate 
energy. The pleasant dream that wind and solar power can 
produce enough H:? is only entertained by those who have 
never looked at the numbers, never done the calculation. 

With 100+ new nuclear power plants, HzO could be elec- 
trolyzed into an adequate supply of Hz, and no CO2 would 
be released. In my view, favoring more nuclear power is 
being part of the solution, per Krewson’s wish. However, 
building new nuclear plants isn’t just a matter of technol- 
Ogy; economics matters enormously. Consecutive lawsuits 
routinely delay nuclear projects for years, and no utility or 
construction firm can afford to spend a billion dollars and 
then watch it sit idle for a decade. This brings politics back 
into the picture: Until there are major changes in the laws 
affecting nuclear power, the economics will continue to be 
terrible, and even the best technology in the world won't 
succeed.

Melanoma And Skin Cancer Detection 
Ind Prevention Month Recognized

The number of cases 
with melanoma, _particu- 
larly among young women, 
has been increasing for sev- 
eral years, according to the 
National Cancer Institute. 
The American Cancer Soci- 
ety estimates that in 2008, 
approximately 1,110 Mary- 
landers were diagnosed with 
melanoma skin cancer, the 
deadliest form of skin can- 


cer accounting for 75% of 


skin cancer deaths. 

Tanning facilities, as well 
as parents, guardians, and 
teens, should know that 
Maryland law requires mi- 
nors to have parental con- 
sent inperson to use a tan- 
ning bed. People need to be 


aware that ultraviolet radia- 
tion from tanning beds can 
cause skin cancer, and there 
is no such thing as a safe 
tan. 

A year-round protection 
and avoidance of sun expo- 
sure and artificial ultraviolet 
(UV) radiation is the key in 
preventing skin cancer. 
People can reduce their risk 
of skin cancer by: 

‘limiting their exposure 
to UV light, especially be- 
tween 10 a.m. and 4p.m.; 

*wearing sun protective 
hats and clothing, and sun- 
glasses with UV protection 
when exposed to sunlight; 

*using sunscreens and hp 
balms with an SPF of 15 or 
higher; and 


*avoiding artificial 


tanning booths and tanning 
lamps. 

Other major risk factors 
of skin cancer include hay 
ing a history of childhood 
sunburn, certain types of 
moles, fair skin, freckles, 
red or blond hair, and/or 
personal and family history 
of skin cancers. Spots on the 
skin that are new or that 
change in size, shape, or 
color require a physician’s 
attention. 


The two major groups of 


skin cancer are non- 
melanomas and _ melano- 
mas. The most common 
forms of non-melanoma are 
basal cell and squamous cell 
cancers that rarely spread to 
other parts of the body. On 
the other hand, melanoma 
skin cancer, which develops 
from the melanocyte cells 


that produce melanin for

Drug Treatment tor Diabetic Pain 

The term for diabetic-associated pain is peripheral neuropa- 
thy. This is a condition of pain and numbness of the nerves in the 
hands and feet. Diabetes is a common cause of peripheral 
neuropathy. More than 3 million Americans with diabetes 
experience neuropathic pain Signs and symptoms may include 
tingling or burning sensations, sensitivity to touch. and muscle 
weakness Because sensations may be decreased, persons with 
diabetes are advised to check their feet regularly to identify any 
minor injuries that could lead to serious infections if the injury is 
not noticed 

A variety of types of medications are available for the 
treatment of diabetic-associated pain, however, not all are 
approved by the Food and Drug Administration Duloxetine, a 
selective serotonin and norepinephnne reuptake inhibitor, and 
pregabalin, an anticonvulsant, are medications approved 
specifically for treating diabetic peripheral neuropathic pain. Other 
anticonvulsant medications, such as carbamazepine and 
gabapentin, may be prescribed Different types of antidepressants 
also may be prescnbed A lidocaine patch, a topical anesthetic, 
also may be applied to the skin in the area of most severe pain

More Than $38 Million Up For Grabs 
In Unclaimed Property Supplement 


Maryland Comptroller 
Peter Franchot announced 
yesterday that his office will 
issue a 128-page advertising 
supplement over the next 
three weeks to try to find 
54,000 recently identified 
owners of more than $38 
million in unclaimed funds. 
The supplement will appear 
in 25 newspapers through- 
out the state, beginning this 
week and running through 
Thursday, June 4. 

The supplement will ap- 
pear in The Republican next 
Thursday, May 28. 

“It is our mission at the 
comptroller’s office to serve 
the people of Maryland,” 
said Comptroller Franchot. 
“Part of that service is to 
connect them with un- 
claimed funds so they get 
what they own.” 

Financial institutions, 
utilities, insurance compa- 
nies, and other corporations 
are required to report to 


_ the comptroller any bank 


accounts, security deposits, 
wages, insurance benefits, 
and contents of safe dep- 
osit boxes that have been 
unclaimed after three years. 
Funds remain the property 
of the owners or their le- 
gitimate heirs and can be 
claimed anytime. There is 
No statute of limitations. 


Franchot urges anyone 
who finds his/her name in 
the supplement to contact 
his office toll-free at 1-800- 
782-7383, to find out how 
to make a claim. He also 
notes that anyone can check 
the agency’s complete un- 
claimed property records 
online for free at either 
www.marylandtaxes.com or 
www. missingmoney-.com. 
The agency has records on 
approximately 787,000 ac- 
counts worth more than 
$795 million. 

In addition, numerous 
property items held by the 
agency that remain un- 
claimed are now eligible 
for auction on eBay. Since 
this program began in July 
2006, nearly 3,500 items 
have been sold, totaling 
nearly $480,000. The items 
can be viewed and bid on by

New Law Permits Use Of Speed 
Cameras At Work Zones, Schools 


With safety advocates by 
his side, Governor Martin 
O'Malley on Tuesday 
Signed into law Senate Bill 
277 permitting the use of 
speed cameras in highway 
work zones and within a 2- 
mile radius of Maryland 
schools. The new ¢tegislation 
makes _ significant strides 
toward improving safety for 
roadway workers, school 
children, and motorists in 
general. 

"The overriding goal of 
the speed camera program 
in construction work and 
school zones is not to catch 


speeders, it 1s to get drivers 
to slow down," said Gover- 
nor O'Malley. "We've seen 
the heartache that results 
when people break the law 
and drive recklessly without 
regard for themselves, inno- 
cent school children or dedi- 
cated highway workers. 
Speed cameras in work 
zones and near schools will 
encourage drivers to do 
what they should already be 
doing: driving responsibly, 
staying alert, and traveling 
the posted speed limit."

Highway Administration 
(SHA) employee’ Rick 
Moser while he cleared de- 
bris from an_ interchange 
ramp in Frederick County. 
His widow, Laurie Moser, 
and their children, 22-year- 
old Kachael and 12-year-old 
Carl, have been strong ad- 
vocates for safer work zones 
through education and 
awareness. 

“Our efforts are not only 
about trying to make sense 
of Rick's death, but also 
about preventing another 
family from experiencing 
our tragedy, and this is what 
the speed camera bill will 
help do," said Laurie 
Moser. "How can one argue 
against safer roads, particu- 
larly for those who make 
the roadway their ‘offices’ 
each day?" 

As a school teacher, Mrs. 
Moser also supports speed 
cameras in school zones. 

The new law, scheduled 
to take effect October I, 
authorizes speed camera 
programs in school zones 
and highway construction 
work zones. In_ school 
zones, speed cameras can 
only be placed within a '- 
mile radius around a school 
and may only be opera- 
tional from Monday 
through Friday between the 
hours of 6 a.m. and 8 p.m. 

In work zones, speed 
cameras may be placed 
along expressways and con- 
trolled access roadways 
with a speed limit of at least 
45 mph. SHA is forming a 
team to work with law en- 
forcement on details regard- 
ing implementation of the 
program. SHA plans to in- 
stall highly visible signage 


advising motorists of speed 
cameras in order to slow 
people down before they 
enter work zones. It should 
be noted that national statis- 
tics show that in four out of 
five work-zone-related 
crashes it 1s the motorist or 
one's passengers who are 
injured or killed. 

Other provisions of the 
legislation permitting the 
limited use of speed cam- 
eras include the following: 

*Speed cameras cannot 
be used on major bridges 
and tunnels. 

°A citation may only be 
issued if driver is going at 
least 12 mph faster than the 
speed limit. 

*Conspicuous signs must 
be posted to give drivers 
adequate notice. 

*Upon implementation 
of the program, a 30-day 
warning period is required 
before any tickets are given. 

*Fines cannot exceed 
$40. The district court will 
set the specific amount.

*Localities can only keep 
an amount of net revenue 
not zrea:er than 10 percent 
of thew operating budget.

*For three years, net 
revenues collected from 
fines generated by speed 
cameras in work zones will 
go to an account for state 
police roadside enforcement 
activities. 


"Ideally, every motorist 
will slow down and stay 
alert in work zones, limiting 
the number of speeding vio- 
lations issued through the 
camera system," said State 
Highway Administrator 
Neil J. Pedersen, who also 


serves as the governor's 
highway safety representa- 
tive. "If we issue no cita- 
tions, but drivers slow down 
and prevent tragic crashes, 
then the program will be a 
success."

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A Problematic Law... 


A§nong the new laws passed this year by the 
Miacm-land General Assembly was one that will allow 
the use of speed cameras by law enforcement offi- 
cials along highway work areas and school zones 
throughout the state. At first glance, it seems like a 
good law. Speeding kills, and among the most vul- 
nerable are pedestrians in both of the aforemen- 
tioned areas. If drivers are endangering these irmo- 
cent, unprotected persons by exceeding the posted 
limit, they should be punished. More importantly, 
the law should certainly save some lives. 

However, an “experiment” with speed cameras 
being permitted in Montgomery County over the 
past couple of years has really muddied the waters of 


that first glance. 


The cameras are placed so that the photos reveal 
the hcense number of the speeding vehicle. The 
owner of that vehicle, who is not necessarily the 
driver, then receives the fine and is responsible for 
paying it. So in the case of a driver being someone 
other than the owner, it is the owner who is branded 
guilty in the eyes of the court and its records. The 
average motorist who receives a speed camera ticket 
can either fight it in court or send in a check. How- 
ever, the amount of time and effort necessary to get 
a speed camera ticket dismissed is substantial. As a 
result, most drivers - even innocent ones - choose to 
just pay the ticket in order to avoid taking time off 
work to go to court. That's a problem. 

Something else that has occurred in Montgomery 
County is the "cloning" of license plates, or simply 
stealing the tags off another vehicle and placing the 
illegal tags on one's own car. Obviously, if that 
driver speeds in front of the camera, the fine will be 
sent to a totally irmocent owner of another vehicle. 


That's a problem. 


Further, among the thousands of drivers who 
have been issued $40 fines in Montgomery County 
are scores of county police officers. The difference is, 
many of the officers are refusing to pay. Why should 
they? The owner is responsible, and the owner of the 
police cars - technically the "guilty" party - is, of 
course, Montgomery County. During the last eight 
months of 2007, the department's cameras recorded 
224 instances in which county police vehicles were 
nabbed traveling more than 10 mph over the speed 
limit. Of those citations, 76 were dismissed after su- 
pervisors determined that officers were responding to 
calls or had other valid reasons to exceed the speed 
limit. Nearly two-thirds of the remaining 148 fines 
have not been paid, including an unspecified number 
that "remain under investigation.” That's a problem. 

To make matters worse, a couple of officers were 
photographed speeding past a camera and extending 
a middle finger. Nice. That does just wonders for the 
relationship between law enforcement and the gen- 
eral public. That's a problem. 

In at least one case, a driver was tailgated by an- 
other vehicle in a speed-camera zone. He slowed 
down to the point of almost stopping, but the tail- 
gater did not pass him. Finally, he speeded up to put 
some distance between him and the tailgater, ex- 
cecding the posted limit in the process and ulti- 
mately getting a ticket. He finally pulled off the road 
and the tailgater came around him - the tailgater 
was a police cruiser. That's a problem. 

The speed cameras can now be placed throughout 
the state, but it seems that all of the aforementioned 
problems have yet to be solved. 

The intent of most laws is usually worthy and 
relatively simplistic, but implementation often brings 
a host of completely unexpected complications.

They included 
the material change m scope 
necessitating a rebid, in- 
creased costs in medical 
care for a mostly baby- 
boomer employee popula- 
tion, newly added middle 
ground, and various reinsur- 
ance plans to pay for ex- 
cesses and high cost proce- 
dures as well as any poten- 
* tial litigation 

So, now let's examine 
Maryland as our model for 
the cnet efficiencies faund in 
self-funding healthcare plat- 
forms. Indulge me, I am not 
a subject-matter expert 

Prima facie here are the 
findings of the Office of 


Legislative Audits regarding 
the Office of Personnel 
Management and Benefits. 
In synopsis, the auditors 
found that the state: 

Made overpayments in 
amount of 10.2 million dol- 


lars; 

*Failed to collect 700,000 
in prescription rebates; 

‘Incurred an 11.7% in- 
crease in benefit payments 
from 2007 to 2008; 

*Failed to sanction the 
HMO involved in unauthor- 
ized "drug-switching” activ- 
ity in the prescription plan; 

*Failed to properly pro- 
cure and document the bid- 
ding process, 

*Has deficiencies in in- 
ternal controls. 

According to the re- 
search, erecting privacy fire- 
walls between the claims 
department, human _re- 
sources, and administration 
in mega-corporations is 
problematic. 

It stands to reason that 
smaller entities will face 
similar challenges. As a 
local case in point, readers 
may go to www.co.gar- 
rett.md.us/Purchasing/ 
CurrentBids/Group- 
HealthInsuranceMeeting- 
Minutes.pdf to find pre- 
proposal notes from a Janu- 
ary 2008 bidders’ conference 
where self-funding was 
identified as a viable option 
and where the responses 
serve as fodder for addi- 
tional points of inquiry, in- 
cluding potential HIPAA 
violations. As reflected in 
these notes. the county 
which serves as what 1s 
known as a hybrid entity, 
admits to releasing individ- 
ual enrollee protected health 
information rather than ag- 


gregate data.

kecp vigilance over your 
pets’ rabies vaccination 
status.” 

Pets can receive vaccina- 
tions when they are 3 
months of age. Maryland 
law requires cats, dogs, and 
ferrets to have vaccinations 
when they are 4 months of 
age and older. The first ra- 
bies shot that a pet receives 
is good for one year. After 
that, the rabies shot for a 
dog or cat is good for three 
years. Ferrets must be vac- 
cinated annually against 
rabies. 

The Health Department 
will be hold its second 
round of low-cost rabies 
clinics from June 22 
through June 25. Clinic sites 
will be Bittinger, Finzel, 
Deer Park, and McHenry. 
The price per vaccination 
remains at $5 per animal.

Last year, he formally 
withdrew his original application and now seeks consideration under the new law that eliminates any 
environmental or social-economic review for wind projects in the state. Indeed the only requirements now are 
grid interconnection approval and a public hearing, where none of the limited liability company claims can 
be substantiated under oath, and which will have no influence on the project's approval.

With Close Contacts, Md. Wind Project Gets Boost

When his plan for clean energy ran smack into 
a rare habitat on a rocky Appalachian ridge, 
Annapolis businessman Wayne L. Rogers turned to 
people he knew could help: his contacts in the 
Maryland General Assembly. 

State law and the environmental protections it 
afforded all but scuttled his proposal last year for 
24 windmills atop Backbone Mountain at the 
state's western edge. So Rogers waged a successful 
campaign to have the law changed — and 
environmental review gutted — for wind-energy 
projects such as his. 

The case began three years ago when Rogers, a 
well-connected Maryland Democrat, applied to 
put up 26-story wind turbines on the state's highest 
spot, in Garrett County, 12 miles from the West 
Virginia line. The wind farm, he said, could power 
20,000 homes. 

Wind farms are turning air into electricity 
across the country. But they've been a tough sell in 
Maryland, where the best gusts blow on a steep, 
craggy habitat for birds, bats and other wildlife, 
land well protected by state regulations. 

In November, regulators granted Rogers a 
limited permit for fewer windmills, citing possible 
damage to the mountaintop habitat. That month, he 
joined the transition team of then-Gov.-elect 
Martin O'Malley (D), who tapped Rogers's 
expertise as an energy adviser to power producers 
and governments. Among the policies advocated 
by the team that Rogers led: expanded wind power 
and less regulation. 

As the General Assembly session got 
underway in January, Rogers, arguing that the law 
was too restrictive, turned to a powerful lobbyist 
and a top Democratic lawmaker in Annapolis. 
They helped win passage of a bill eliminating 
environmental review for wind farms no larger 
than 70 megawatts. Rogers's proposal fit under the 
cap at 40 megawatts. He plans to reapply for a 
permnit at the same spot. 

"What they really did was an end run around 
the entire approval process," said Bob DeGroot, an 
activist fighting wind projects in Western 
Maryland. "Because of the potential to kill millions 
of birds from global warming emissions, we're 
going to kill millions of birds" with wind turbines. 

Rogers defended the new law, approved 
overwhelmingly by the legislature and signed into 
law by O'Malley in April, as a reflection of the 
state's emphasis on renewable energy. It brings 
Maryland's policy more in line with those of 
neighboring states, he said. 

"The entire industry looked at Maryland as a 
laggard,”" Rogers said. "To get 90 percent of the 
legislature to agree on anything is way beyond 
politics." Two wind farms have been approved in 
Maryland, but neither has been built. No others are 
in the pipeline. 

Rogers's business interests effectively decided 
the debate among environmentalists over what 
takes precedence: developing wind power or 
protecting nature. 

Rogers is an international developer of 
hydroelectric power plants, including in China and 
Guatemala. He is also a former chairman of the 
state Democratic Party and a prolific donor to a 
who's who of Democrats, including Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton of New York and O'Malley. 
Rogers was finance chairman of Benjamin L. 
Cardin's successful 2006 run for U.S. Senate in 
Maryland and Maryland chairman of Sen. John F. 
Kerry's 2004 presidential campaign. He is also a 
major fundraiser for Clinton's presidential bid. 

To overcome the state’s regulatory hurdles, 
Rogers, 52, enlisted Gerard E. Evans, one of 
Annapolis's top lobbyists. One of Evans's closest 
allies in the Maryland State House is the powerful 
Senate president, Thomas V. Mike Miller Jr. (D- 
Calvert). Evans began his career as an aide in 
Miller's office, and Miller is godfather to Evans's 
twin daughters. 

Rogers and Miller share long ties through 
Democratic politics, and two of Rogers's 


businesses contributed a combined $8,000 to 
Miller's campaign committee in 2004, records 
show. In January, Miller submitted the wind energy 
bill that Rogers sought. 

"What we heard was that wind power was 
taking a back seat to protecting bats, rats and owls." 
Miller said. 

When the Public Service Commission issued 
Rogers's Synergics Wind Energy LLC its limited 
permit, it concluded that the project "would result 
in significant adverse impacts to threatened and 
endangered species,” citing concerns raised by the 
state Department of Natural Resources. 

C. Ronald Franks, who was then the 
department secretary, said he advised the agency's 
scientists to be judicious. 

“| said I do not want them stopped for some 
minor, trivial situation," Franks recalled. "But by 
the same token, I did not want to give them carte 
blanche to ruin an endangered habitat." 

A frustrated Rogers called opponents of the 
project "a small band of anti-wind extremists" at a 
meeting of wind developers, policy experts and 
state officials in December. He concluded that his 
wind farm would not be economically feasible with 
fewer than 19 turbines. 

The governor's 21-page transition report on 
Maryland's energy future echoed those sentim, 
lamenting that “not a single utility-scale w 
power facility” has been completed in Maryiai. 
“despite years of effort by anumber of companies." 

Rogers testified in favor of the bill at a hearing, 
citing many of the policy goals listed in the 
transition report he helped develop. 

The Department of Natural Resources, which 
had conducted the lengthy environmental review 
of the Synergics project and opposed the bill, did 
nat provide testimony before the committee. When 


‘two of the agency's top wildlife scientists showed 


up, they were told by DNR's legislative staff | 
member that they could not testify, according to 
several people who are familiar with the case and 
spoke on condition of anonymity because of the 
political nature of the bill. The department's name 
was crossed off the witness list of opponents, 
records show. 

DNR spokeswoman Olivia Campbell referred 
questions to the governor's office. Spokesman Rick 
Abbruzzese said officials submitted written 
remarks on the bill that were sufficient. 

Overall, he said, the governor has made it a 
priority to find alternatives to coal and nuclear 
energy. "There's a balancing act that needs to be 
established between finding those sources of 
energy and preserving our environment." he said. 

The General Assembly approved the measure 
with little debate. One of the few lawmakers to vote 
against it was Sen. George C. Edwards, a Garrett 
County Republican whose district includes 
Backbone Mountain. Edwards said he supports 
wind power to help lessen the country's reliance on 
imported oil. "But I didn't like the way [the bill] 
came in," he said, alluding to the political clout of 
Synergics in Annapolis. 

With the new law, approval of Rogers's full 
project appears virtually certain, Jim Boone, the 
commission's staff counsel, said in an interview. "It 
seems pretty clear that the law provides an option 
for a streamlined approval for wind projects that 
was not available to the company before.” 

Regulators still are required to consider a 
proposed wind farm's safety and reliability. But 
they can no longer deny turbines on the grounds 
that they damage the environment. And opponents 
no longer can appeal the granting of a permit, as 
happened to Clipper Windpower Inc., whose 
project was tied up in court from 2003 until the 
challenge was rejected last month. The state has 
approved a third wind farm in Western Maryland 
that has not yet been built. 

Rogers said the wind power law will benefit 
future developers and help "rein in an energy 
crisis" in Maryland. "Everyone benefited from the 
legislation,” he said.

You're determined to shed those winter pounds. You 
will wear that swimsuit.

But you can't do it yourself What you need is an exer- 
cise buddy, someone who will encourage you, inside and 
out. 

In the new novel The Wildwater Walking Club by Claire 
Cook, three women find triendship and lose inches. 

Noreen Kelly wasn't looking to quit her job, but when 
the acquisition went through and the buyout was offered, 
Balancing Act Shoes made a too-irresistible offer. 

Besides, Noreen's boyfriend Michael painted such a 
glorious picture of their life after job. Although he worked 
for the new company — in the exact same position that 
Noreen had — he told her that he wouldn't be there long, 
either. Once they each accepted a buyout, they could 
travel cross-country together. 

Nice thought. But on the morning after Noreen took 
the cash, Michael was mysteriously AWOL.

Paradise? 

What makes cycling in 
western Maryland so 
unique and conducive to an 
epic ride on par with the 
classic rides around the 
globe? A number of factors 
come together in western 
Maryland to produce cy- 
cling there that is as enjoy- 
able, tough, and scenic as 
can be found anywhere. 

First, western Maryland 
is in the heart of the Appa- 
lachian Mountains, where 
the climbs are not terribly 
long, but they are terribly 
steep. This is the region of 
the country that Race 
Across America (RAAM) 
riders dread the most be- 
cause of the extreme sever- 
ity of the climbing. Few 
climbs last over a few miles 
in length or gain over 1,500 
feet elevation at a time, but 
the roads regularly go up at 
pitches in excess of 15 and 
even 20% for long enough 
stretches to sap even the 
strongest legs.

les ridgelines and mountain 
passes from seemingly each 
and every direction. The 
entire ride fluctuates be- 
tween 900 and 3,000 feet in 
elevation, with countless 
mile-long climbs that gain 
500-700 feet to simply 
plunge down the other side 
to then climb back up the 
next one. At 128 miles and 
15,000 feet of climbing, it is 
a lot of climbing by any 
measure, but more impor- 
tantly it is steep, quad- 
busting climbing. The entire 
route can be viewed online 
at http://www.bikely.com/ 
maps/bike-path/ Diabolical- 
Double. 

To date, the Diabolical 
Double has been attempted 
twice and completed just 
once. For the last seven

ing in a 110-mile “Deep 
Creek Epic Ride." 

It was on these early 
rides that the inspiration 
and vision for the Savage- 
Man Triathlon’ were 
formed. In 2008, however, 
the challenge of the Deep 
Creek Epic Ride was 
stepped up a notch with a 
redesigned route that sought 
out additional tough climbs 
and a sojourn into West 
Virginia, and the 128-mile 
ride was dubbed the Deep 
Creek Diabolical Double 
Metric Century. In cycling 
parlance, a double metric is 
a 200-kilometer, or 125- 
mile, ride. 

Two attempts at the Dia- 
bolical Double were made 
in 2008. The first took place 
over Memorial Day week- 
end with a small group of 
ambitious cyclists underesti- 
mating the task ahead. At 
the mile-62 rest stop a criti- 
cal decision needed to be 
made — continue on for an- 
other 66 miles of the relent- 
less climbing onslaught, or 
admit defeat and head 
home via a more direct 
route. 

There was a memorable 
quote from a strong cyclist 
and very tough Marine, 
who concluded, "No matter 
how strong a rider is, com- 
pleting 128 miles of this 
borders on the outer edges 
of feasibility," which sealed 
their fatc, and the cyclists 
making the first-ever at- 
tempt at the Diabolical 
Double headed straight 
home humbled. 

Having been beaten once 
there was now real incen- 
tive to conquer the Diaboli- 
cal Double. The second 
attempt occurred later that 
summer with a group of 
strong triathletes culminat- 
ing their preparation for an 
ironman triathlon, with 
training in the Garrett 
County hills. Then, 128 
miles, 15K feet of steep 
climbing, and over 9 hours 
later, this group of 11 be- 
came the first - and cur- 
rently only — to ever com- 
plete the Diabolical Double. 
It was unanimous that the 
Diabolical Double was the 
most incredible, most beau- 
trful, and most challenging 
ride any had ever at- 
tempted.

Tour d'Afrique.

As the country expanded 
in the 19th century, so did 
the need for fences and for 
the logging operations 
which would supply them. 
Original logging roads may 
have followed old hunting 
and trapping routes, and are 
now targets for trail devel- 
opment in Garrett County. 

In the 1800s, the 
Youghiogheny River Valley 
near Friendsville was dense 
with timber. Since the rap- 
ids and falls prevented tim- 
ber operations from floating 
their bounty, two logging 
companies, A. Knabb and 
Kendall Lumber, built rail- 
roads along the river. Both 
companies built saw mills in 
Kendall, and a small town 
of loggers and sawyers grew 
there, about two miles up- 
river from Friendsville. 
Kendall Trail, which fol- 
lows the old rail bed used by 
A. Knabb and Kendall 
Lumber, is the site of the

planned 2009 Garrett Traiis 
Open, a run/walk that will 
begin in Friendsville and 
end at Kendall. 

Kendall became a ghost 
town after 1912 and finally 
disappeared when the for- 
ests in the Yough Valley 
were depleted sometime 
after World War II.

1950 in reforestation efforts 
led by the Forest Service 
and Civilian Conservation 
Corps. According to its web 
site, the Forest Service was 
formed in 1906 to protect 
Maryland’s timber re- 
sources from fire by cutting 
access roads. 

By 1950, many public 
forest roads were closed to 
protect replanted forests and 
the companion plants that 
grow there. At the same 
time, land owners were 
given seeds and seedlings to 
aid in the effort to manage 
forest resources. 

Garrett Trails plans to re- 
open some of the forest 


trails, rail beds, and mining 
roads to hikers and hunters, 
birders and bikers, to once 
again offer the community 
and visitors access to 
Garrett County’s natural 
treasures. From paths to 
traces, and from roads to 
highways, trails built in this 
country are the byways that 
connect people to the land, 
to their heritage, and to 
each other.

Boating Mishap; 
Operator Cited 


The Maryland Natural 
Resources Police (NRP) 
responded to Deep Creek 
Lake for a report of a boat- 
ing accident involving a 
water skier last Friday at 
approxumately 7 p.m. 

The investigation revealed 
that a vessel was operated 
by Barry Bruce Griffith of 
Donora, Pa. Griffith towed 
a skier near a floating dock, 
and the skier struck a pil- 
ing that anchored the dock. 
The skier was transported to 
Garrett Memorial Hospital 
for treatment of non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Griffith was cited for tow- 
ing a skier within 100 feet of 
a fixed object and failure to 
have registration available 
for inspection. 

The NRP reminds all cit- 


izens and visitors that atten- 
tion to boating safety saves 
lives, and is of paramount 
importance when enjoy- 
ing Maryland's waterways. 
While it is recommended 
that everyone on board 
wear a personal flotation 
device while a vessel 1s un- 
der way, a child under 7 
years of age must wear 
a lite yacket while under 
way in a vessel that is less 
than 21 feet in length. In 
addition, children under 
4 years of age and/or less 
than 50 pounds must have 
a life jacket equipped with a 
grab strap, inflatable head- 
rest and crotch strap. 

The NRP also recom- 
mends filing a float plan 
with a friend or relative. 
The plan should include the 
vessel’s destination, how 
long it will remain at the 
destination, and what time 
it’s expected to return. This 
information will assist res-

Dustin Scott Claywell, 
23, Elk Garden, W.Va., was 
found guilty by Judge 
Malloy for a theft valued at 
less than $500 charge, and 
was sentenced to 6 months, 
with 5 months, 25 days sus- 
pended, one year of unsu- 
pervised probation, and 
fines were suspended. 

In December 2008, 
Garrett County sheriffs offi- 
cers were instructed to fol- 
low up on a theft case that 
was reported by the owner 
of Westmar builders. It had 
been reported that one spool 
of wire had been stolen 
from a new home construc- 
tion jobsite in McHenry. 

After an investigation, it 
was found that Claywell, as 
well as two other employees 
of a drywall company, were 
commissioned to work at 
the jobsite where the wire 


had been stolen. 

Further investigation 
revealed the wire to have 
been stolen by the three sus- 
pects, and later located in 
the vehicle being driven by 
the employees. 

Claywell was not prose- 
cuted on a charge of con- 
spired-theft valued at less 
than $500. 

In another district court 
hearing, Seth Edwin 
Feather, 22, Aurora, W.Va., 
was found guilty by Judge 
Malloy for a controlled dan- 
gerous substance (CDS) 
inhaling a harmful sub- 
stance charge, and was sen- 
tenced to 90 days. He was 
also found guilty for a 
charge of driving a vehicle 
without the required license 
and authorization, and was 
sentenced to 30 days, to be 
served concurrently with the 
CDS charge, and all fines 
were suspended. 


Feather was charged in 
March when GCSO re- 
sponded to a church parking 
lot for a suspicious vehicle. 
Upon arrival, officers ob- 
served two people passed 
out in the car. Feather was 
in the driver’s seat and a 
minor in the passenger seat. 


Feather had a can of Clean 
Safe Dust remover lying on 
his chest with the nozzle 
facing his mouth 

Officers were able to 
wake the two after several 
attempts and after question- 
ing, it was revealed that 
Feather had been drinking 
and had pulled over into the 
parking lot to sleep. He 
could not recall events of 
the night prior but admitted 
to drinking and inhaling the 
dust remover. After putting 
his information through the 
dispatcher, it was found that 
his license and privilege was 
currently revoked in the 
state of W.Va. He was ar- 
rested and a search incident 
to arrest was made. 

Officers found a baggie 
containing four blue pills in 
his jacket pocket, later iden- 
tified as Alprazolam, a 
schedule IV CDS. He was 
taken to the Garrett County 
Detention Center for proc- 
essing. He was not prose- 
cuted on charges of CDS 
possession not marijuana 
and driving on a revoked 
license and privilege.

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NORTH MAGNETIC POLE 
by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

Q: Do compasses really point north? I’ve heard the “mag- 
netic north pole” is somewhere else. 

This is one of those instances where the phrase “tor 
all practical purposes” matters. If you're out hiking in the 
lower 48 states, your compass points north with an ac- 
curacy sufticient to keep you going 1n the right direction. 
You'd have to be up in Alaska before the difference becomes 
important. 

There is a difference between the true north pole and the 
magnetic north pole. The earth rotates on its axis, and that 
axis connects the true north and south poles. However, the 
magnetic north pole (and the magnetic south pole as well) 
are at slightly different locations, which in turn means that 
the magnetic field of the Earth is tipped slightly compared 
to the Earth’s axis. 

The magnetic north pole is several hundred miles away 
from the true north pole. It doesn’t really have a fixed loca- 
tion, but wobbles around in a circle about 50 miles across 
almost daily, so when the coordinates are stated, they're 
given for an average position. Furthermore, even the aver- 
age position keeps on moving, about 25 miles per year. The 
shifting magnetic axis is caused by the interaction between 
the outer core and the inner core of the Earth (molten iron) 
as it spins around, generating a magnetic field. 

For what it’s worth, the 2008 measurement gave coordi- 
nates N 82.7° and W 114.4°. That point is among the small 
islands off the north coast of Canada. W 114.4° aligns 
almost exactly with the Utah-Nevada border. Next year the 
magnetic north pole is expected to be move slightly farther 
west, and a little more north as well. 

You might say “so what?” — except if you were a par- 
ticipant 1n the race to reach the magnetic north pole, which 
is just now completing. The race started a few weeks ago 
from Resolute Bay on the north coast of Canada. On foot 
(cross-country skis, etc.), the racers have to cover about 
350 miles over ice — the frozen surface of the Arctic Ocean 
- to reach the Noice Peninsula on Ellef Ringnes Island. 
Last Saturday night and Sunday the contestants arrived at 
checkpoint #3, near Christian Island, a mere 53 miles from 
the finish. Like the Tour de France, the race is run in legs, 
to keep the group together. The final leg may be completed 
by the time you read this. 

Don't look for this on the evening sports news, TV cam- 
era crews won't be waiting at the end. But maybe someday 
an IMAX movie will chronicle the event. (The participants 
will presumably be airlifted cut from some nearby poirt. 
going back on foot would be no tun.) 

This race is held annually in April. That’s when there 
is enough daylight to see well, and the ice hasn't started 
to break up yet for the summer. Temperatures are still well 
below 32 F 

On land, an ordinary compass will guide you to where 
you're going, if you have a reasonable map. But on the 
high seas, “almost north” isn’t good enough. Nobody had 
satellite-based global positioning system (GPS) devices in 
the bad old days. It was known by 1600 that the Earth’s 
magnetic poles are displaced from the true north and south 
poles, and corrections were calculated and provided to 
seafarers. Before long, they realized that the magnetic poles 
were drifting, and so frequent updates were needed. Explor- 
ers searching for the “Northwest Passage” were particularly 
troubled by the movement, because they were so close to 
the magnetic north pole. 

The magnetic north pole was first located in 1831, at 
which time it was about 1,100 km (700 miles) south-by- 
southeast of its present location. If its present speed (25 
miles/year) and direction continue unchanged, it'll move 
all the way to Siberia in this century. But anything can hap- 
pen, since none of the theories that account for the motion 
are very good. It could turn around and start moving south 
again, as it (probably) did in the 1700s 

One interesting thing about the Earth’s magnetism ts 
that sometimes the field completely reverses itself, changing 
magnetic north to south and vice versa. The most recent 
such reversal of the magnetic polarity was 750,000 years 
ago, and it takes several thousand years to flip. If that hap-

The Forest Conservancy District Board held its regular 
monthly meeting May I1 at the DNR Mt. Nebo Work 
Center. We discussed and acted on the following: 

Maryland Big Tree Program 

There have been several county big trees located but 
not measured for inclusion in a statewide publication. The 
board 1s looking for a volunteer to measure our big trees. 
Measurements include total height and trunk circumfer- 
ence. Anyone interested in volunteering is asked to con- 
tact the county forester, Ernie Metz, at 301-334-3296. 

No Net Loss of Forest Land 

This is a concern of the board for the county in particu- 
lar and the state in general. A letter stating such concerns 
is being prepared for submission to the county commis- 
sioners. 

School Seedling Project 

Eleven elementary schools and three home-school pro- 
grams participated, and 1,500 seedlings were distributed 
for Arbor Day. 

Natural Resources Careers Conference 

Board member Joe Winters reported that there were 
possibly three students interested in attending from 
Garrett County. Usually two scholarships are available 
for the weeklong conference held at Hickory Environ- 
mental Education Center the week of July 20-25. If more 
students are interested the board will provide additional 
scholarships. 

County Envirothon 

Chuck Hoffeditz volunteered to assist with the pro- 
gram held May 14 at the Western Maryland 4-H Camp. 
Three teams from the county were entered in the competi- 
tion. 

Sustainable Forestry Act of 2009 

This act was passed by the General Assembly with the 
main theme "Trees Are The Answer." Since it is of a com- 
plex nature, the members decided to invite a member of 
the Forest Service to attend one of the board meetings to 
inform the members of the details and ramifications for 
district boards. 

Green Globe Bill 

This bill was to include construction lumber from the 
state's public and private forest lands under the LEEDs 
Act. This modification would have recognized wood from 
land managed under the Tree Farm program as qualified 
to be used in "green construction.” The bill did not pass, 
but it is being negotiated in committee. Presently none of 
the state's forestland has been certified to qualify for such 
construction, thus there is a need to change the situation.

Citizens are reminded that the board meetings are open 
to the public. The board meets the second Monday of 
each month at 9 a.m., usually at the Mt. Nebo DNR 
Work Center.

Alady is someone who is 
well-mannered and considerate because she truly cares about 
the feelings of others and their well-being. And, is this not the 
same as Christian love? Thus, the true Christian woman is 
always a lady, because these are really one and the same. So, a 
woman who is a good Christian by being well-mannered, 
considerate, and having high moral standards, is well on her way 


to being a lady. 


Bu not let your adornment be mmesely outward, 
arranging the hair, wearing the gold, or putting on 
fine apparel, rather let it be the hidden person of the 
heart, with the incorruptible beauty of a gentle and 
quiet spirit, which is very precious in the sight of 
God.

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: My dog

DEAR KERI: Honestly, the prob- 
lem wasn’t hers — it's yours. I'm sure 
Kip is a wonderful dog and just as 
friendly as you say. The trouble is, 
people on the street don't know that. 
They just see a dog running up and 
jumping on them, and theyre not sure 
of Kip’s intent. 

A great many people are terrified of 
dogs. Keri. It’s no laughing matter, 
either — most of those who are fearful 
of dogs had some traumatic event in 
their past. But even if they don’t fear 
them, just the sight of a strange dog 
charging at them can incite a fearful 
reaction. 

It’s also an invasion of people's pri- 
vacy — their personal space — and 
Just bad etiquette all around to allow 
your dog to jump on them. 

As Kip’s owner. it’s your responsi- 
bility to control his behavior. The old- 
er he gets and the more he's allowed to 
run up and jump on people, the harder 
it is to train him out of it. And you 
need to train him out of this behavior, 
pronto. 

I recommend that you sign up for 
behavior training classes as soon as 
possible. Attend these sessions with 
Kip, listen closely to the instructor 
and follow his or her advice. 

Remember that pets are a part of our 
community, and like every other 
member of a community they must 
follow some rules in order for every- 
one to get along.

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O'Malley Signs Bills To Attract, Keep 
Physicians In Maryland Communities 


Addressing a growing 
need to attract and keep 
more doctors in Maryland 
— especially in rural regions 
of the state - Governor Mar- 
tin O'Malley signed three 
bills Tuesday that increase 
physician income and pay 
off education loans for doc- 
tors practicing in regions 
throughout the state where 
shortages occur. 

“This legislation puts 
Maryland's families first by 
ensuring that doctors are 
open for business when 
and where they’re needed 
most,” said O'Malley. “This 
is another important step in 
making sure every family in 
every corner of the state has 
access to affordable, quality 
health care.” 


These bills are based on 
recommendations from the 
Task Force on Health Care 
Access and Reimbursement. 
Among the broad issues ex- 


amined were patients’ access 
to providers, the adequacy 
of payers’ reimbursement 
levels, and provider partici- 
pation in payers’ networks. 

“These incentives make 
Maryland a healthier place 
to live and work for doc- 
tors and the families they 
serve,” said Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
Secretary John M. Colmers. 
“Our state’s medical and 
nursing schools produce the 
best health professionals in 
the world, and now we'll 
be able to attract and keep 
more of them right here, 
where they're needed.” 

HB 714/SB 627 Loan 
Assistance Repayment and 
Practice Assistance for Phy- 
sicians creates a loan for- 
giveness program for prima- 
ry care and other physicians 
that are determined to be 
in short supply in a given 
geographical area. Physi- 
cians and medical residents 
who agree to practice in 
the shortage areas will be 
eligible to participate in the 
loan repayment program. 

According to a spokes- 
person for the DHMH, the 
current Loan Assistance Re- 
payment Program, financed 
through joint state/federal 
funds, was considered of 
limited benefit to Mary- 
land communities because 
federal health care provider 
shortage area definitions 
are structured in a way tliat 
prevented most Maryland 
communities from meeting 
the criteria. This legislation 
endorses the priority of di- 
recting primary care physi- 
cians to underserved areas. 

HB 255/SB 380 Health 


Maintenance Organizations 
— Payments to Nonpartici- 
pating Providers resolves 
the longstanding problem 
of reimbursement for non- 
contracting providers who 
treat HMO enrollees, the 
spokesperson said. This leg- 
islation establishes a more 
equitable and transparent 
floor on payments for non 
contract-ing providers treat- 
ing HMO patients which 
will be pegged to the greater 
of 140 percent of the Medi- 
care fee and 125 percent 
of the average of the in- 
network rate for evaluation 
and management services. 
The spokesperson said that 
the legislation balances in- 
terests of health care provid- 
ers in obtaining reasonable 
reimbursement, patients in 
obtaining care, especially in 
emergency circumstances, 
and payers to build provider 
networks. 

HB 585/SB 661 Health 
Insurance — Use of Physician 
Rating Systems by Carriers 
recognizes the importance 
of linking reimbursement 
to performance. The legisla- 
tion requires the Maryland 
Health Care Commission to 
designate an entity to serve 
as a rating examiner. The 
designated rating examiner 
is required to establish a 
physician rating system that 
uses quality of performance 
and cost efficiency measure- 
meut categories. The legisla- 
tion creates a transparent 
process for establishing the 
rating system, an avenue for 
feedback from provider and 
consumer alike, and a fair 
appeals process, according 
to the spokesperson.

Garrett County BOE Reminds Parents 
To Register Children For School 


The Garrett County 
Board of Education reminds 
parents that their children 
who will be entering school 
for the first time should be 
registered as soon as pos- 
sible. 

If a child has not been 
registered during the re- 
cently held pre-registra- 
tion program, parents may 
contact the principal of 
the planned school to ar- 
range an appointment. Par- 
ents must take the child’s 
birth certificate, immuniza- 
tion records, and proof of 
residency with them at the 
time of registration. Stu- 
dents cannot be enrolled 
without first providing this 
documentation. 

Acceptable proof of 
residency documents are: 
deed or mortgage agree- 
ment; current property tax 
bill, current lease or rental 
agreement; current utility 
bill (electric, natural gas, or 
telephone, etc.) with the 
parent’s name and address 
for the residence on the 
bill; or a notarized State- 
ment of Residency Verifica- 
tion form (available from the 
school or the Pupil Services 
Office at the Board of Edu- 
cation). The schools also 
request the child’s Social 
Security number for state 
reporting requirements. 


September | must be en- 
rolled in kindergarten or 
apply for a one-year ma- 
turity waiver. Any family 
who is planning to use home 
instruction (home school- 
ing) instead of enrolling the 
student in school must sub- 
mit forms at least 15 days 
in advance of the start of 
school. 

Families who are plan- 
ning to move during the 
summer should check with 
the local school or Pupil Ser- 
vices Office to see whether 
or not the children will be 
attending the same school 
this fall. If the new residence 
places the student in a new 
school district, it is recom- 


mended that the transfer be 
made during the summer 
rather than after school be- 
gins 

Anytime a child moves 
to a new school, the child 
must be enrolled in that 
school and the school must 
be provided with a new doc- 
umentation of residency. 
If a child moves to a new 
residence within the same 
school district, the school 
still must be provided with 
a new documentation of 
residency for the new ad- 
dress.
